WORKERS FROM LACKAWANNA
COUNGY IN SESSION.

’rhru Busy Bessions Were Conducted
Yesterday in the Providence M. E.
Church—C. D. Winters, of Jermyn,
Was Re-elected County FPresident,
and Other Officers Wero Chosen.
Addresses Delivered by Rev. JTames
H. Odell, Rev. L, W. Hainer, Prof,
C. H. Albert and Others,

The moust largely nttended and most
Mogether succesaful coutty Sunday
achool conventlon ever conducted In
Lackawanna county was held yester-
day In the Providence Methodlst Lpls-
copal church.

There were three gessions, morning,
afternoon and night, and the liveliest
fnterest in the proceedings was mani-
fested by the hundred and more dele-
giates who were in attendance. The ad-
dresses were In every instance full of
good suggestions and the discussiona
wiich they provoked showed that these
suggestions were favorably considered.

The morning and afternoon sesslons
sere presided over by C, D, Winters,
of Jermyn, the county president, The
morning session was opened with a
song service and n Bible exposition by
Ttev, Albert Hatcher Smith, pastor of
the North Main Avenue Baptist church,
Ttev., George A. Cure, pustor of the
Methodist Episcopal church, made
formal address of greeting to the dele-
gatlon, and President Winters then
made his annual address, in which he
pleaded for a greater enthusiasm and
geal in the work.

Corresponding Secretary Fred C, Han-
ven, of this city, gave n brief statist-
ileal report, which was a resume of in-
dividunl reporis from seventy-nine of
the 126 Sunday schools affilinted with
the soclety. These reports showed the
work accomplished during the past year
gimong some 16,000 puplls,

REPORTS PRESENTED.

Presldent Winters called the roll of
the schools and one delegate from each
reported the number of delegales pres-
ent from his or her school; the num-
her of conversions in the school during
the past year; the amount contributed
to county work, and the general con-
dition of the school.

The afternoon secsslon was opened
with a RBible exposition by Secretary
W. W. Adalr, of the Rallrond Young
Men's Christiun assoclation, who took
for his theme “The Holy Spirit in Re-
lation to0 the Lives of the Apostles.”
The election of officers for the coming
year then took place, and resulted in
the choice of the following: President,
', D. Winters, of Jermyn; vice-presi-
dent, W, W, Fletcher, of Carbondale;
corresponding secretary, ¥Fred C, Han-
ven, of Scranton; recording secretary,
Charles H. Chandler, of Scranton;
treasurer, M. D, Lathrope, of Carbon-
dale; superintendent of primary work,
Miss Mabel Hutchings, of Moosle;
superintendent of normal work, Miss
Cuarrie Gury, of Carbondale; superin-
tendent of honie department, Miss Alice
Butler, of Carbondale,

Mlss Mabel Hutchings, of Maoosle,
gave a most interesting report of the
Inst state convention, which was held
in Chester. Mrs, Barnes, of Philadel-
phia, state superintendent of primary
work, delivered an address on “The
Teacher Keeping in Touch with the
Home," and Prof. Charles H, Albert, of
Bloomsburg State Normul school, gave
A Lulk on “The Necessity and Method
of Preparing the Lesson,'

W. D. Lathrope, of Carbondale,
county president, presided ot the night
sesslon when the church was crowded
to the doors. Rev., Joseph I, Odell,
pustor of the Becond Presbyterlan
chureh, delivered an expository address
based on readings from the acts of the
apoetles, taking for This particular
1heme “The Holy Spirit in Relatlon to
the Founding of Churches.”

T0 SUPPLEMENT CHURCH WORK.

Rev. Hugh Cork, of Pittsburg, was
1o have spoken on the tople “Bigger
#ind Better” but he was unable to ate
tend and Rev, L. W. Hainer, of Mor-
yistown, spoke in his place. His whole
address was an earnest plea to parents
and teachers to always bear in mind
that while Bunday school isa splendid
thing it is only Intended to supplement
the work of the church,

"It the Bunday school is going to
usurp the functions of the church,”
siald he, “then I'll vote to do away
mith the SBunday school. We want the
Sunday school but we want the church
more,"

Clergyman, he sald, have in too
many Instances no place for the chil-
dren in thelr sermons, They entlrely
neglect them and alm their remarks at
ithe adults solely. The proper func-
tion of the Sunduy school, he declared,
s to bring the children into the church
and clergymen must not forget that
they are to keep them there when
once they are brought In,

Prof, Albert gave a splendid address
on “The Baving Influences In Our
American Life,” These Influences, he

" declared, are the American home; the
American public school and American
literature, The real American home,
he sald, is composed of at least three
persons, a husband, a wife and a child,
There I8 no real home without at least
one chlld, he said,

He sald that statlstica which he has
collected from publie libraries In all
parts of the country show that young
people are reading ten times as many
books as they were reading ten years
ago and that In a general way the
clags of lterature which is belng read
is good,

AGAINBT TOBACCO.

The professor is strongly prejudiced
agninst tobacco as was  manifested
when he branched off from his maln
subject and made a protest against
the use of the weed In any form. He
declared that the hablt is not only
Browing among men but s being taken
up nt an Inereased rate even by young
women,

firnness with which the market took vesterday's
shiock Wits u surprise to the most confident ob-
servers, The effect was manifest in the opening
tlvnli_nmu when largn buying ordirs appeared well
diatlr:huh-d throughout the 1lst. After yestor-
duy's test, confidence has not been so geniral in
the soundness of the market's position for many
weeks as it was today, The money rale con-
tinued stiff at 10 per cent., at which rate lurge
sums were Joaned by the bLanks und the rwile
receded only afier most of the demand was sat-
Isfied.  The maintenance of the money rate, hiow-
cver, wus belicved lo bo a symutom of the
?lrw’um exercised by the bauks against exteml-
ng credits for undesirable speculative purposes,
Aside from the natural revulsion of sentiment
due to the nlrnrecialirm that yesterday's anxic-
ties were unduly nente was tfm gencral assur-
ance felt in the financial district that means
had been found to avoid a strike by the anthra-
cite miners.
